2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is US 2003/0096699 A1 by Arletti et al, who teach a process for the production 
of an emulsion comprising as a dispersed phase a molten adduct of magnesium 
dihalide-Lewis base (paras 17 and 22), the process comprising subjecting at least two 
immiscible liquids (para 26) to a sequence of a mixing stage carried out in at a stator- 
rotor device 1 (figure 1) comprising at least one rotor blade 4 and at least one stator 14, 
the at least one rotor blade having a peripheral velocity, wherein a peripheral outlet 14 
from a first stator-rotor device is connected to a second tank 1 5 for further processing

by means of a duct 14 for communicating the formed emulsion comprising an initial 
portion and an end portion, where the Reynolds number Rej inside said duct should be 
higher than than 5000 (para 24). Arletti do not disclose that the production be 
continuous, a second rotor-stator device, the rotor blades being rotor disks, a duct of 

spiral shape, or a peripheral velocity of the rotors being from 5 to 60 m/s; nor are these 
elements in their totality considered obvious over Arletti, alone or in combination with 
other prior art.
